out. They agreed to go to the insurance com-
panics and propose that on payment of $20,-
000 they would disclose the parties who had
set the building on fire. They went to one
company and muade such an offer, and the
compony was at first inelined to look the
matter up, but afterward their suspicions
were uroused and they refused point blank,
